Notice that 
ACTION! dass not use the NEU Index stateaent, instead the 
OD teils ACTION! irhere to stop, increient Index lor I or 
Nhateverl by one for Uo or Khatever) and go back up to do 
it again, As sooft je Inden equats the nuaber that is 
current ly in End, the loop stops. One thing that you have 
to he tareful irith ahen using FOR loops in AGTIOH!. H you 
de:Lire Index lor I etc.) to he a BYTE for instance and 
you «nt yuur loop to go higher than 255, it alll never 
end. Hhat hippem is that since a BYTE variable holds only 
nuihers froi 0-255, they can only vork correctly in a loop 
that only NiII go to 255 er lest.

FOR Loops are great for »hen io krtoa eiactly hoN narty 
tiaes ire «nt to repnat so« instructioes. But «hat about 
the ti»es Nhen ae «nt to repeat soie instructions, not a 
certain nuiber of tiies, but irhile soae condition us are 
checking ia still true? Or ahe« «e aant to keep doing 
soeething urttil soae other condition becoaes true? ln esse 
you couldn’t follc* that sentence, ns'II have soae 
emples to eake it clear in a aotent. ATARI BASIC has no 
öuilt-in Facilities to handle these types of Joops. 
Instead Ne aust use even du«ler and aore confusing 
aethods than thüse mg have to use with the 1F-TKEN 
stateients. ln ATARI BASIC to eiulate thase klnds of 
loops. you have Co have a coablnation of &DSUäs and GSTOs 
that sake your prograt very hard to read and fülle*.

] daigned a sample page which had lwo headlirta in 
43 poim Times, Dutch, or tymes (!)..ihe Standard serif fort. 
One line in 'normal 1 weight. the oiher bald'. Then a third 
line on 'Light’ 12 point type. and a founh of 20 point Italic, 
Then an IMG Image which was sized at about 2,5'’ x 2.5“, 
[wo 2' x 6“ text co I um ns, and finally * block of 43 point 
Helvetica bold. and a block of 24 point Times bald. Jnta the 
two text co I um ns ] imponed ASCII text in 10 point Times 
normal, and 12 point Helvetica bold. So the idea was to 
creale a uniform, compamblc layout using various typefaces 
and point sizes. and various Text Attribut». Because of the 
llmitation of Calamus 1 typefaces. (ordy Helvetica 6t Times) I 
was unable to add different fort*. GDOS fonts uscd wen 
Swiss and Dutch and 1 uscd the law sei supplied by Atari for 
Easy Draw, and the self-gcneratod GDOS fonts for Time* 
works, For Pagestratm 1 used Helvetica and Tymes as 
supp Lied.

1 should add thal while 1 am fairly profktenl with each 
of Ihese programs Pagestream and Calamus are fairly new to 
me, and I hatc reading minuals. (Thai is why the above lest 
doea not includa csoteric fealms like shadowed multiple 
box» or whatever!) ln conducting thb very unscieniuic 
experiment J ran into a few Problems: 

1) Ti me works doea not pennit Dutch ( or Swiss) 
bigger than 36 point “so ihat was the Level of ihn hesdUneo on 
Ti me works page. 

2) 1 had used the Calamus ASCII fäle "ManuaLTxt" u 
the import, Th» is all in German, and sinoe 1 don'1 
undersiand thal language, it fonns a useful body type. But of 
coune German has all mann« of funny lefim (umlowtx or 
whatevo-). 

3) Calamus Had no furiho- problems. 

4) Pagestream just missed out ihe Jetiers - no spece - 


just gonzo! 

5) Timowotks rcpLued them with a T 

6) And Easy Draw * ahh... Easy Draw. After waiting 
nearly teil minuiea for Easy Draw to print the page ii occurred 
to me that it was having a probltm with Ihe special cfaraciers 
so I abofled, rcbooied, and edited aut all the non-Englijh 
cha/aclers. Then waited another ten minutea and ...-nothing. 
To cut a long story short my Easy Draw (v«r 2.6) seems lo 
have a defective text import module, Il imporis lexL dbplays 
it. allo ws you lo edit it, and saves it, bul it won't bloody print 
it! So for the easy draw sheet I replaced ihe import section 
with typed in pro«, or as dose as 1 couJd come!

Pagesiream: Voy picasing Looking (cxccpt when 
compared head-to head with Calamus). Helvetica bold was a 
bil inconsistent in wetght, but the 10 point Tymes as fine. 
The 43 point hold hcadline was really disappointing however. 
loekod like throe superimposed 'normal' letters wilh ihr«

Easy Draw : 43 point is not a good idea! Very uygv, 
The body type was fine, but the 12 point bold looked funny 
for no explicabie reason!

It becomea much casier lo «U an ad in i 
regional newsletter going to 200-400 people than it is to get 
interested adverlis« in OM with 70 or fewo* copies, plus 
Z'Net rebate ineome is also morc cfficient for groups with 
higher ciroulation numbers. 

When selling ada, dont limit your thinking to 
Computer placwsl Pinball arcades, Video rentals, even pizza 
houses all thrive on ihe same people that read your computer 
rwwjkflcr! Another thing to try Is selling an ins««- many 
larger Companies have fuÜ color flycrs ihat they like lo uset 
and you couid ifldüde ihem. jtapled into your newsletter. at 
almoft no actual coct to you. They pay you AND give you die 
shect« and you have ineome to make the newsletter beiter 
and bigger.
